Laborers Who W ill Be Employed Are 


Cannibals, and White Men W ill Be 


in Constant Danger of 


Their Lives. 


A new railroad is being constructed 
by the British through the territory of 
Nigeria, in W est Africa. 
It will penetrate the regions known 
as “Jujuland,” so-called because the 
inhabitants were long enthralled by a 
horrible idol known as “Long Juju.” 
It will be built by cannibal natives 
who have shown themselves the m ost 
intelligent and industrious workmen. 
It wijl open up the last region of 
Africa where white men have not yet 
settled. 
The new line into Nigeria w ill be 530 
miles in length and will take four or 
five years to build. 
It will cost about 
fifteen million dollars. 
It is being 
built by the colonial government, of 
which the head is Sir Frederick Lu- 
gard. 
The country which is to be 
opened up is rich in palm oil and coal, 
which the British expect to yield a 
handsom e revenue on the money in­ 
vested in the road. 
Fifty thousand natives have been 
hired for the work of building the 
road. They will work under the direc­ 
tion of British engineers and foremen. 
Doubtless some Am ericans will be as­ 
sociated with the enterprise. 
These natives of Nigeria are noted 
for their obstinate cannibalism. 
Al­ 
tho ug h the practice has been sup­ 
pressed wherever possible by the Brit­ 
ish 
officials, 
the 
Nigerians 
in 
the 
depths of this wild country frequently 
find an opportunity to indulge in their 
peculiar taste. They attack an isolated 
village, destroy the houses and feast 
upon the inhabitants. 
Sometimes they take their victims 
to a lonely part of the forest, keep 
them in a corral and fatten them up 
for a great banquet. 
Several times 
the 
white 
men 
have 
accidentally 
stumbled upon the hiding place of 
these destined victims of the canni­ 
bals. 
The white engineers and workmen 
will have to guard themselves care­ 
fully, for the cannibals believe that 
w hite flesh is the greatest kind of 
meat. 
By eating it they imagine that 
they will acquire the cleverness and 
other qualities of the deceased per­ 
son. 
Very few natives are daring 
enough now to attack white men, but 
there is no knowing w hat they might 
do in a moment of excitement. 
Half a 
dozen white men in a jungle 500 miles 
from help may be in a delicate situa­ 
tion. 
Danger from lions and other wild 
anim als will be very great. 
During 
the building o/ the U ganda railway 
hundreds of laborers were carried off 
by lions, and in recent months the 
beasts have walked into railroad cars 
and snatched off defenseless travelers. 
In Nigeria lions are even more nu­ 
merous than in Uganda. 
Their num ­ 
bers depend largely on the amount of 
food they can find. 
Elands, antelopes 
and other game of various sizes are so 
abundant in Nigeria that the lions find 
inexhaustible 
food. 
Sometimes 
as 
many as 50 or 60 lions lurk In a patch 
of jungle a few acres in extent, near a 
drinking place w here the food ani­ 
mals gather. 
T he new railroad will run along the 
river banks and will cross the favorite 
hunting places of the lions. There will 
be a trem endous disturbance among 
the animals.

Description of Devices in Use for 
Purpose. 


ODD TIBETAN DEVILS 


T h a t P' 


Overhead Feed C arrier Is Advisable 
Where Silo Is Adjacent to Feed 


Yard— Much Depends on Num ­ 
ber of Stock to Be Fed. 


(By L. W. CHASE.) 
From two to tlii'oo inches of silage 
should be removed from the entire 
surface of the silo daily during the 
sum m er months and at least half of 
this amount in the winter. 
In the 
above-ground silos the silage may be 
dug loose with a silage fork and al­ 
lowed to fall down through the chute 
to the ground, where it may be loaded 
into the cart or carriers and fed where 
desired; or it may be dropped directly 
into a cart, carrier, or wagon, and 
taken to the stock. 
If the silo is adjacent to the barn 
and there is a smooth way from silo 
to feed manger, a simple silage cart 
is the most convenient device for

weighs about 18.5 pounds per cubic 
foot, and this should be given con­ 
sideration when building a cart for 
a definite capacity. 
More often than otherwise the silo 
stands either in or adjacent to the 
feed yard, in which case there is very 
seldom a smooth way from silo to 
bunks. 
An overhead feed carrier is 
then generally advisable. 
This de­ 
pends upon the number of stock to be 
fed 
Such a carrier may easily be ar­ 
ranged. 
lf the yards 
are small a 
swing track may be attached to the 
silo and the silage distributed to sev­ 
eral feed bunks. 
When several carloads of stock are 
being fed silage, the most convenient 
scheme is to throw the feed into a 
wagon and distribute it to the feed 
bunks with a team. 
Some sort of hoisting device should 
be used in pit and 
semipit 
silos. 
Where the pit is more than ten feet 
deep, hand hoists and power hoists 
are being used for this purpose 
I lie 
simplest hoist is that of the bucket ; 
raised hand over hand, but this re- 
quires one person in the pit and an­ 
other above ground. 
A better scheme J 
and one which is practical where the 
silo is located in the barn between the 
manger^, is to obtain several baskets ! 
and equip them with stiff bails, thou ! 
use them as follows: 
Fill the baskets i 
and place them in the silo convenient J 
for raising, climb out of the silo, and 
by means of a hook on a rope, hook 
a basket of silage to it and hoist it 
out. 
After the basket is emptied, 
drop it back into the silo, release the 
hook, and hook another basket. 
A homemade hoisting 
device 
for 
semipit silos and which can be adapted 
to pit silos as well, consists of a three- 
inch pipe carrying a w ooden wheel and 
two drums. 
An old milk can filled 
with scrap iron is used as a counter­ 
weight. 
It should be slightly lighter 
than the weight of the cart and the 
silage. 
A horsepower hoisting device 
is 
easily used for silos entirely below’ 
ground.

are not only "personal,” but also ram ­ 
pant and omnipresent. 
Almost every 
lama has seen a devil and has had a 
personal encounter with him.

Devils are greatly afraid of 
guns. 
During the devotional exer­ 
cises a Tibetan rifle was fired three 
times every day to scare the devils. 
They m ay be fought and killed with 
swords. 
More than one lama has 
told me how he has slain a devil. 
My only unpleasant experiences in 
th e lamasery have resulted from the 
belief in devils. 
Sudenye suddenly ran amuck one 
afternoon 
He stripped himself to 
the waist drew his sword and shout­ 
ed that devils were fighting against 
Cho. 
T he Ken po and I were com­ 
pelled to sit on Siidenve’s chest for 
nearly an hour before he returned to 
a normal state. I promptly discharged 
him and sent him to T a Chien Lo. 
The direct cause of the outbreak was 
his secret smoking of opium in cele­ 
brating New Year's day, but his hal­ 
lucinations and his peculiar m anner 
are traceable, I believe, to the morbid 
talk of the lamas about devils and 
incarnations and Ma-ha-ga, and all the 
rest of it 
My other servant. Yiehi, walked in 
his sleep one night and fell down 
stairs 
On 
the 
following evening, 
when Keni>o dropped in for a little 
chat around til 
I pen, Yichi turned 
to him as to a father confessor and 
told him how a devil had gripped 
him 
by 
tho 
throat 
and 
then 
had 
hurled him downstairs 
Tho Kenpo 
looked worried and said that the Dre 
were evidently at 
their old tricks 
again and were hovering about the 
lamasery. 
Fie advised me to fire my 
rifle three times. 
I did so, and this 
greatly 
reassured 
the 
Kenpo 
and 
Yichi. 
Later Yichi described to me the 
devil's appearance. 
It was precisely 
the same as th** horrid picture of the 
Sa-tin-tze that is pasted on the wall 
of the residence- of the Living Buddha. 
Yichi had looked and shuddered at 
the picture so often that it had at 
last developed into a nightmare. 
Lamasery life is almost certain to 
get on the nerves of any man who 
takes it too seriously. 
If the average 
American believed as lamas do and 
lived their sort of life, he would be 
a candidate for-a lunatic asylum with­ 
in six months. 


Cement From Beets. 
It has been discovered in France 
that an excellent cement is one of 
the byproducts of th** manufacture of 
beet sugar. The scum that forms when 
the beets are boiled, and which has 
heretofore been thrown 
away, 
con­ 
sists largely of carbonate of lime and 
water and from 70.000 tons of beets 
treated 1,000 tons of carbonate lime is 
obtained; to Ibis 1,100 tons of clay 
is added, the resulting product being 
3.16” tons of excellent cement. 
The 
scum 
is 
pumped 
into large tanks. 
Where it is allowed to dry partially. 
Finely divided clay is then mixed with 
it: fbe mixture is thoroughly amal­ 
gamated by beaters for an hour and 
burned in a rotary kiln. 
The clinker 
is then removed and pulverized into 
cement.

The Airship’s Wireless. 
The newer German naval and mili­ 
tary airships of the Zeppelin and Par- 
sevai models are equipped with wire­ 
less apparatus of much greater power 
than ever before. 
The wireless im­ 
pulses are diffused and received by an 
aerial 
made 
of 
a 
three-millimeter 
phosphor bronze wire that as the air­ 
ship rises is unwound from a spool to 
its full length of 750 feet, and that 
when the airship is aloft floats freely 
in the air. The apparatus itself is very 
compact; with its small dynamo it 
weighs 270 pounds. 
It has a minimum 
range of 120 miles and can produce 
wireless waves from one to four thou­ 
sand 
feet 
lone. 
According 
to 
the 
Wireless 
World, 
every 
large 
aero­ 
drome in Germany lias its wireless sta­ 
tion; those at important centers like 
Johannisthal, 
Cologne, 
Friedrichsha- 
fen, Frankfort and Mannheim are very 
powerful 
Taken together, they form 
a continuous ring round the borders 
of Germany, and keep German air­ 
ships in constant touch with a German 
base. 
They also serve as a sort of 
wireless compass, for they enable the 
navigating officers when out of sight 
of land to fix their position with more 
than 
a 
fair 
degree of accuracy.—*

I have endeavored to arouse in your 
minds a feeling of dismay at the 
.bought of what you have been doing in 
lending your money to the mail order 
louses* instead of spending your dol­ 
lars at home and thereby helping your 
beal communities to prosper. 
-• 
In unrestricted terms I have char- 
icterized the folly of helping big cor­ 
porations to profit at the expense of 
Four local merchants. I have tried to 
show you the criminality, against your­ 
self, your townspeople and your de­ 
scendants, of scorning the prosperity 
)f your own communities and deliber- 
itely working against the interests of 
Four own towns by sending your funds 
to the city. 
I have depicted the foolishness of 
buying from mail order houses when 
Fou can obtain just as good or better 
merchandise from your own local mer­ 
chants and I have exposed the meth­ 
ods in vogue in at least one mail order 
Boncern. 
These articles have been addressed 
to those of you who live in the smaller 
communities and in the country 
where you are compelled to rely on 
Individual honesty among yourselves 
rather than on the pledges of men 
who do business with brass bands 
and pages of newspaper advertising. 
Experience is the greatest and the 
st teacher and my experience has 
taught me that it is preferable to 
transact business with a man person­ 
ally known, rather than with an un­ 
definable concern without identity ex­ 
cept as a corporation. In the big cities 
we are compelled to deal wholly with 
the latter, while in the smaller cities 
and towns you can meet the former 
face to face and do your business di­ 
rect. 
In buying and selling there is no 
dealer or merchant that does not know 
that the crooked deals come home to 
roost—therefore it is the better part 
of discretion, as well as simple hon­ 
esty, to give full value to a customer.

Isn't it much better to 
deal with a man in your own commu­ 
nity, and pay him your money, rather 
than to send it away to the big mail 
order house in the city, where it is 
treated exactly like so many thousands 
of other orders? 
Isn’t it better to 
deal at home and keep the cash in cir­ 
culation iu your own community, than 
to send the dollars away where you 
or your neighbors will never see them 
again? 
Dollars will breed dollars 
Money 
In your community will create pros­ 
perity for yourself and your friends. 
Keep the cash at home and business 
will be better all round. 
Some of you will say: 
“There are 
so many things that I must send away 
for.” 
In such a case, why not let your own 
dealer send for them for you? He is 
in business. 
He can get wholesale 
prices where you must pay retail. That 
is why he is in business. 
He must
